porate finance,  banking, 
and  international  law.  He 
is  President  and  Director  of 
the  United  States  and  For- 
eign Securities  Corporation 
and  holds  directorships  in 
five  corporations  and  two 
banks,  including  the  First 
National  City  Bank  of  New 
York.  A  resident  of  Engle- 
wood.  New  Jersey,  Mr. 
Parlin  is  a  former  President 
of  that  community's  Urban 
League  and  former  Chair- 
man of  its  Community  Chest  Board.  He  was  the  re- 
cipient of  the  Bnai  B'rith  award  as  the  "Outstanding 
Citizen  of  Englewood. " 

His  religious  activities  include;  membership  in  the 
Central  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches;  a  Vice  Presidency  and 
Vice-Chairmanship  of  the  National  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  the  U.  S.  A.;  and  the  Vice 
Presidency  of  the  World  Methodist  Council.  The  New 
York  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
chose  Mr.  Parlin  as  their  number  one  lav  delegate  to 
the  Methodist  General  Conference  when  it  met  in 
Denver,  Colorado,  last  month.

Mrs.  Maud  K.  Jensen,  missionary  to  Korea  and  the 
first  woman  of  The  Methodist  Church  to  be  received 
as  a  regular  member  of  an  Annual  Conference,  will 

have  the  honorary  degree, 
Doctor  of  Divinity,  con- 
ferred upon  her  at  the 
112th  Commencement  of 
Lycoming  College,  Sunday, 
June  5. 

A  native  of  New  Cum- 
h  e  r  I  a  n  d,  Pennsylvania, 
Mrs.  Jensen  is  presentl)' 
studying  at  Drew  Univer- 
sity t(i  complete  work  for 
the  Ph.D.  degree  while  on 
furlough  from  Korea. 

The  former  Maud  Keis- 
ter    went    to    the    mission 
field  of  Korea  in  1926.    Two  years  later  she  married  a 


fellow  missionary,  Anders  K.  Jensen,  a  native  of  Den- 
mark. They  have  two  children,  a  daughter  Clair  Lee 
who  is  currently  living  in  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  and  a  son 
Philip  who  is  an  Assistant  Professor  of  Psychology  at 
Drew  University.  Her  husband  died  in  1956  after 
outstanding  missicnaiy  service  in  Korea.  His  death 
was  attributed  in  part  to  his  three  years  as  a  prisoner 
of  the  Communists  in  North  Korea. 

Mrs.  Jensen's  activities  have  varied  during  her 
thirty-four  years  in  the  mission  field.  However,  most 
of  the  time  was  spent  in  office  and  administrative  du- 
ties as  treasurer  and  correspondent  for  The  Methodist 
Mission  Board.  This  work  has  given  her  contact  witli 
all  phases  of  the  missionary  program  carried  on  in 
Korea. 

In  October,  1959,  she  and  certain  other  mission- 
aries were  given  special  citations  by  the  government 
of  Korea  in  honor  of  long  missionary  service  to  the 
Korean  people.
